HE article by Dr. D. L. Proctor on “X-Ray 

Uses on Horses,” published in THE BLOOD- 
HorsE for the week ending January 25 (pages 
120-121) has created much interest, and through 
it we are finding that some of the leading mem- 
bers of the medical science and X-ray experts 
are particularly interested in developing the use 
of the X-ray for the diagnosis of injuries to 
horses, and that some of them are taking pic- 
tures out of pure personal interest and out of 
sympathy for the injured animal, in the hope 
that they may be contributing to a better under- 
standing of such injuries and therefore the allevi- 
ation of suffering in our dumb friends. 

One of our readers, writing upon the subject 
during the past week, said: “The fact that you 
have printed a picture of a horse’s foot so simi- 
lar to the picture of the foot of my horse, added 
to the fact that that particular injury is gener- 
ally believed to be non-existent, induces me to 
believe that the character of injury is rather 
general, and that lameness, frequently attributed 
to other causes, is the result of fracture of the 
os pedis.” 

We are hopeful of having other articles upon 
this subject in the near future, and we would be 
pleased to devote as much space as necessary to 
the thoughts and views of physicians and sur- 
geons, as well as to those of veterinarians and 
horsemen, with the idea of enlarging the use of 
the X-ray in this way. 


DIOLITE. 
HEN Mr. “Tommy” Dawkins, England's 
foremost handicapper, announced, via the 
weights for the Free Handicap, his rating of the 
2-year-olds of 1929 (now 3-year-olds), he gave 
the post of honor to Diolite and placed Press 
Gang one pound below him. 

Diolite should carry more than passing inter- 
est for Americans since he carries the blood of 
*Ormonde, Hanover and “Rock Sand. Diolite is 
by Diophon, son of Grand Parade, son of Orby, 
whose dam was Rhoda B., by Hanover, out of 
Margerine. Orby was a grandson of *Ormonde. 


Diolite’s dam is Needle Rock, a daughter of 


by Isinglass. 

“Mankato” comments in The Sporting Chron- 
icle (Manchester), that “Diolite is the sixth foal 
and the first colt bred by his dam” and that 
“Pindi, his fourth dam, bred Indian Ink (a fast 
and flighty mare), the useful sprinter Bass Rock, 
Gingal (who could stay 10 furlongs), by Car- 
bine, Dalgety, and The Jabberwock, by Ayrshire, 
Jewel of Asia, by Santoi, and Rawai Pindi, by 
Cicero. All these and two other of her offspring 
were winners, but mate Pindi how Sir John Rob- 
inson would, she failed to breed a horse who 
could stay 12 furlongs. Nor have the interven- 
ing mares distinguished themselves in that direc- 
tion.” 

Employing his biometrical tables, “Mankato” 
produces the following judgment of Diolite’s stay- 
ing qualities: “Calculated on both horses and 
mares Diolite’s stamina figure works out at 9.17 
furlongs. Estimated on horses only the figure is 
approximately 12 furlongs. But as in the male 
line it is necessary to go back as far as Ormonde 
before a really reliable 12-furlong stayer is 
reached, the general figure of 9.17 is the more 
likely one of the two.” 

In the light of this it will be all the more in- 
teresting to follow his career through the classic 
races of this year and then note his performances 
in the cup races and the handicaps later. 


STARTERS. 


E are wondering why race course managers 
in this country do not take a cue from base- 
ball management and employ a reserve starter, 
which is to say two starters. Where baseball has 
several pitchers, we think it would be well if 
every racing association that can afford it should 
have two starters, both to be paid regularly, just 
as the baseball pitchers are paid, and to work 
when and as the race course manager elects. 
The Kentucky Jockey Club had for a while 
after the death of A. B. Dade an arrangement 
somewhat on this order with Messrs. William 
Hamilton and William Snyder, both of whom had 
been Mr. Dade’s assistants, but for some reason 
or other it was abandoned and only Mr. Hamil- 
ton has been employed for the last three seasons. 
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It may be argued that the expense of an addi- 
tional starter is against the proposal, but such 
argument is not well grounded, since at all of 
the more important race courses there are ex- 
penditures that could well be abated and the 
funds diverted to such employment with assur- 
ance of fine returns in the form of better racing 
and greater satisfaction on the part of the pa- 
trons of the sport. 


When one starter would be having a bad day 
for any one of many reasons entering into the 
composite creating human nature and human ills, 
the other could be sent in to do the work, just 
as pitchers are substituted when the game is 
going against the one in the box. 


LONGER LEATHERS. 


E came across the following in Sport Pic- 
tures (London), the other day: “Thousands 
of readers who went through cavalry and other 
riding schools during the war (no matter whether 
they could ride or not) will remember they were 
required, as part of their training, to go over 
jumps without hold of the reins at all. Those 
of us who knew the late Captain Rogerson re- 
call that it was a pet theory of his that boys in 
racing stables should first be taught to ride with- 
out touching the reins, so they would not look 
to them (as so many do) as a means of holding 
on.” 


We are wondering if any and how many train- 
ers in America have undertaken to so teach the 
lads in their stables? Not any, we would ven- 
ture, since it is inconceivable that boys riding 
with the short stirrup leathers in vogue could 
remain atop a galloping horse without holding 
on to the reins, for they are seated so that they 
have no purchase with the knees. We would 
have better horsemanship were the exercise boys, 
apprentices and jockeys required to ride with 
longer stirrup leathers, and having better horse- 
manship we would have better control of the 
mounts, and correspondingly better racing. 
Therefore we would have more enjoyable sport. 


EPINARD’S RACES. 


E were asked last Saturday: “How many 
times did Epinard race in this country, and 
did Wise Counsellor win two of the races in which 
Epinard rar?” The answer is that Epinard ran 
in four races in America, all in 1924, they being 
the three International Specials, in each of which 
he was second, the first, at Belmont Park, hav- 
ing been won by Wise Counsellor; the second, at 
Aqueduct, by Ladkin, and the third, at Latonia, 
by Sarazen. Epinard made a fourth start in the 
Laurel Stakes at Laurel Park, Md., and finished 
fifth, the winner being Wise Counsellor.

BY-PRODUCT 


OBERT STERLING CLARK, New York, for 

whom Auval (Jack) Baker has trained and 
is training a number of good horses, and who is 
the owner of a farm purchased last year from 
J. Stuart Tracey, near Lexington, on the Briar 
Hill Pike, is in Lexington after six months 
abroad. Mr. Clark attended the sales in Eng- 
land, Ireland and France and says he saw in all 
about 4,000 yearlings, to say nothing of vast 
numbers of horses in training, stallions, brood- 
mares and weanlings. 

Solario he considers the best looking and best 
made of the stallions he saw. The mares at 
Lord Derby’s are the most exquisite as a collec- 
tion he observed in all of his rounds. He found 
the Irish horsemen keenest in feeding and hand- 
ling of breeding stock. Some of the larger es- 
tablishments in France are bothered with horse- 
sick pastures and consequently with parisites. 
The condition is unmistakably reflected in the 
Thoroughbreds coming from such lands, he said. 

The market for broodmares was very low and 
he was able to pick up some real bargains. He 
acquired three lovely mares by Sardanapale. The 
Sardanapale mares are not so much sought after 
in France as they are on this side of the water. 
The daughters of this great horse have produced 
better in America than anywhere in the world. 

Mr. Clark readily agreed that he attributes 
this to the existence of a climatic influence or 
control which is experienced when members of 
certain families or sire lines are transferred from 
one country to another. The late John E. Mad- 
den was a firm believer in this phenomena. So 
have been a number of others who had experience 
particularly with sons of St. Simon over here. 
Brilliant as they were in England and in France 
to a lesser degree, the sons of that mighty sire 
were never above mediocre in the United States 
or in Canada. *Bassetlaw very likely was best 
of all brought over. 

Mr. Clark carries with him a camera and takes 
pictures for his own uses of such horses as in- 
terest him and thus he has become aware that 
there is a magnifying influence in the grey coat 
color of horses. The grey horse, he says, which 
appears astonishingly heavy to the eye, will al- 
most invariably skin down to the actual under 
the camera. 


UCH of the foregoing came out of conversa- 

tion with Mr. Clark during a dinner given 
in the Phoenix Hotel by Thomas Piatt, the junior 
member of the firm of popular breeders, Messrs. 
Carr & Piatt, at which Mr. Clark and Messrs. FE. 
J. Tranter, head of the Fasig-Tipton Company, 
and John Lowe, successor to the late Sam C. 
Hildreth as trainer-manager of the Rancocas 
Stable, were guests from out of the city. Others 
were local friends of the host. 

Mr. Lowe was congratulated by those present 
upon Donnay’s success in the New Orleans Han- 
dicap, and he let it be known that a number of 
offers had been made for the son of *Donno- 
cona prior to that race, but the offers were not 
“strong enough.’ One of those who tried to buy 
Donnay was Bert Michell, who trained Reigh 
Count. Any horse or any number of horses at 
Rancocas can be bought, Mr. Lowe said, if the 
prices are paid, and the prices are always to be 
reasonable. In this connection it can be related 
that there is much good blood to be had at Ran- 
cocas, much more than has yet come to the sur- 
face, for there are some lovely fillies just com- 
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ing to matronhood, and, too, there are three sons 
of The Finn that indicate high percentage as 
sires, they being Zev, Bud Lerner and Kai Sang. 
Also there are Lucullite and Purchase for service 
as sires. 

ARRY F. SINCLAIR is having the advice 

this year of Col. E. R. Bradley in mating 
the Rancocas mares. Colonel Bradley did all of 
the mating for his Idle Hour Stock Farm mares 
prior to his departure for New Orleans in De- 
cember, and he now is engaged at his winter 
home, Palm Beach, Florida, in making the Ran- 
cocas selections. 

During the Piatt dinner, Mr. Lowe said the 
start for the New Orleans Handicap, which was 
made by William Hamilton from the Bradley- 
Stewart stalls, permanently erected at the Fair 
Grounds, was the best he has seen in all of his 
long experience on the Turf. The 20 horses, he 
said, left the stalls as one, so perfect was the 
alignment. 

This brings the thought that Colonel Bradley 
is to be thanked for his pioneering in the pro- 
duction of a suitable contrivance of stalls for 
the starting of horses. He has spent consider- 
able money in that direction and has encouraged 
others to devote their time and talents to the 
perfection of something to insure the safety of 
horses at post from injury by others of their 
kind and to guarantee more nearly perfect starts 
than have been secured under other methods. 

What Mr. Clark said about the horse-sick 
pastures in France brings the thought that Col- 
onel Bradley also brought back from his visit of 
a number of years ago to his friend, the late 
Richard Croker, in Ireland, an acquired knowl- 
edge that has since been of vast benefit to breed- 
ers in America. He found that in Ireland the 
grasses are kept “sweet” for horses by intergraz- 
ing with cattle, which is to say that the cattle 
may be either turned into the pastures with the 
horses or that their presence thereon may be al- 
ternated. He has employed the system with 
profit on Idle Hour Stock Farm, and so have 
numerous other breeders in Kentucky and else- 
where in this country. Colonel Bradley also is 
a pioneer in the introduction of the study and 
application of ultra violet rays to horse health 
in this country, in that he has encouraged it by 
experiments and expenditures for research. He 
brought the fiber helmets from abroad and in- 
troduced them for the safety of jockeys in Amer- 
ica, and he for the past two or three years has 
been backing experiments in treatments for 
equine eye troubles. 


OMETHING else that will be of interest to 
readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE growing out of 
Mr. Clark’s observations abroad is the fact that 
in England, but not so much in France, the prac- 
tice of having yearlings come to the sales in 
extra fat condition is quite as much a matter of 
complaint on the part of trainers as it is over 
here. But, over there, as over here also, it is 
not the preference of the breeders but rather the 
fancy of the buyers that is back of the alto- 
gether unnecessary and generally damaging over- 
fattening. Much as a goose is stuffed to in- 
crease his weight and enlarge his liver, the year- 
lings are likewise deprived of sufficient exercise 
lest they take off what has been put on to give 
them the big-bodied, sleek-coated appearance. 
It is the prayer of the breeders over here that 
the fancy of the buyers will eventually change 
to a demand for hard flesh and muscle; that they 
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may be able to run the youngsters out in all 
kinds of weather, as nature intended, and bring 
them to the sales rings healthy, hardy and husky, 
with nothing superticial about them. In this 
way, Mr. Ciark agrees, there will be decidedly 
better horses in the land.

PROPOS of the foregoing, the answer of the 

manager of one of tne larger breeding estab- 
luswunents in Kentucky—one which is not breed- 
ing ror the marxet—to the inquiry of another in 
the tar West as to feeding mecnods in Kentucky 
tor growiny yearunys, 1s avaliable to readers of 
SLOUD-riORSE, as follows: 

“The raising of yearings for sale or to be 
trained is practicality the same in either event, 
with the excepiion of the amount of flesh to be 
carried at saie time or at time to be broken. 

“Yo raise a good, strong coit it 1s necessary to 
start on the mare betore ioaling, to keep her in 
good condition during the time she is carrying 
une foal. ‘this can be done of course with a rea- 
sonabie amount of good hay and grain during the 
winter—not having her fat, but just in good liv- 
ing order. After the mare foals, she should be 
fea a small amount of grain during the time she 
is suckiing the foal, the amount, of course, in 
accordance with the kind of pasturage and 
amount of grass the mare can get. If the mare 
is on good pasture, it takes very little grain to 
keep her in good living order to suckle a foal, 
but a smali amount of grain helps to strengthen 
the mare and richen the milk, and therefore, raise 
a stronger foal. 

“The toal should be taught to eat grain at 
about four or tive months oid, preferably rolled 
oats, and by weaning time, snould be eating 
about tour or five quaris of rolled oats a day. 

“When ine toals are weaned, they will prob- 
ably eac six quarts of rolled oats each a day, or 
four or tive yuarts of shelled oats—not crushed— 
and ius suouid keep them in good condition, pro- 
v.deu .uey have good grazing. 

“Durimy the winter, the growing weanling or 
yearling should have a variety ot feed, such as 
good oats, cracked corn, bran and good clover 
hay. ‘there is other feed that heips keep them in 
good condition, such as good alralfa hay, flax 
seed meai (a little mixed in with the grain). 
Aiso, two ounces of cod liver oil poured over the 
feed once a day helps to keep the colt in good 
condition. It rurnisnes vitamines that will keep 
them growing and in good living order. The 
amounc of grain should be increased according 
to the way the foai eats it, bearmg in mind, 
never to give it more at a feeding than it will 
ciean up. 

One of the main things in feeding growing 
young horses is to give them good sound feed 
and never give them more than they will eat 
each time. ‘hey should be fed three times daily 
at reguiar incervais and always be kept hungry 
enough to relish their feed. There are just as 
many ioais and yearlings stunted by being over- 
ted, as there are by being under-fed. 

“he only difference in conditioning for sales 
or for training is in the exercise. Yearlings which 
are to be trained can run out the biggest part of 
the time, thereby taking all the exercise that 
they want. ‘the sale yearlings are stabled, with 
the excepiion of just enough exercise each day 
to keep Lhem from stocking up and getting slug- 
gish. Of course, by cutting down on the exer- 
cise, they will carry more flesh for sale pur- 
poses,” 


POOLROOMS 


HETHER it is in the nature of political 

spring cleaning or what not, there is a 
crusade on against handbooks in Louisville, and 
the city detectives are charged by The Louisville 
Times with having advised “the boys” to abandon 
first floor locations and get higher up. The 
grand jury, now in session at Lexington, has 
been instructed by the court to investigate hand- 
books, following a series of raids made by the 
police. Meanwhile we find the following in Ver- 
non Sanders’ column in The Louisville Times: 

“Noticed where Clem McCarthy, in The Morn- 
ing Teleyraph (New York), asked who remem- 
bered when the Suburban Poolroom, operated by 
Col. W. E. Applegate and Con Enright, was going 
in Lou'sville? Lots of old-timers around here 
are still playing the horses who used to buy auc- 
tion pools and those combination tickets in the 
Suburban. Just a few days ago an old friend of 
mine passed away who was a clerk in that horse 
store. That was George Hess and he was as 
clean a sportsman as ever lived. Yep, that was 
back in the days when the messenger boys used 
to bring the results of the races from the tele- 
graph offices about a block away. 

“There were other horse poolrooms along old 
Third Street in the days of the Suburban. There 
was the old Turf Exchange, conducted by Watts, 
Cathcart and Hughes, and The Newmarket, oper- 
ated by the firm of Waddell and Burt. All of 
these persons were leaders in the civic life of 
Louisville in those days. Anderson Waddell was 
a college graduate and Joe Burt was a Tennes- 
sean of high repute. The cashier in The New- 
market was none other than Madison Cawein, 
probably as great a poet as America has ever 
produced. Then Bob Cathcart was known as the 
Prince of Auctioneers. He vied with ‘Silver Bill” 
Riley as being the greatest pool seller in America. 

“Later, at the Turf Exchange came Major 
Banks, Dan Dowling and Harry Hall. Here was 
a trio who could make the veriest tyro buy a 
pool if he had one drop of sporting blood in his 
veins. And Joe Burt, versed in the breeding and 
blood lines of every horse in racing, could orate 
while disposing of a field of horses in such 
horsey, horsey way even the hardboots would 
loosen up, heed his conversation and buy. Un- 
der Joe Burt, Charlie Bollinger developed into 
one of the best auction pool sellers in the coun- 
try. Bollinger made and lost several fortunes 
dallying with the horses. All have passed on 
now, but it is meet to say this was as merry a 
band of soldiers of fortune as ever tackled the 
problems of life. 

“But the horse poolrooms have gone and in 
their stead there are hundreds of handbooks. 
Same thing, only the manner of wagering is a 
little more secretive. It is just about as hard to 
define the d fference between a bookmaker and 
a ‘hander’ as it is to tell a good egg from a bad 
one without the candle. But the days of auction 
pool selling, like faro bank, have degenerated 
into other modes of betting on the horses and 
cards. For a square shake and a square deal 
the old-time methods were the fairer. But what’s 
the use, the world moves and all on it go right 
on around with it.”

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ODDS AND ENDS 


By OLD ROSEBUD 


AS talking Kentucky Derby with a group 

of old timers recentiy. The derby of 1889, 
in which Spokane nosed out Proctor Knott, was 
cited as one of the most stirring duels the race 
ever furnished. It is generally conceded Proctor 
Knott was many pounds the best horse in that 
particular contest, though he failed to land the 
prize which in those days was of far less mone- 
tary value than now. Proctor Knott was owned 
by the late Sam Bryant and was a Tennessee- 
bred gelding by Luke Blackburn. The powerful 
chestnut had won the first running of the Futuri- 
ty of Sheepshead Bay as a 2-year-old. In that 
race he defeated the great Salvator, a horse that 
looked as much like *Golden Broom as two peas 
in a pod. He was considered all over the winner 
by the Western fans. To his rider, Pike Barnes, 
was laid the cause of his defeat. The field went 
down the back stretch with the white-legged 
gelding throwing his head around in a manner 
that suggested Barnes was unable to control his 
mount. In the stretch Proctor Knott took charge 
ana, gripping the hit, he bolted to the outside 
rail, a move which cost him many lengths and 
thus enabled Spokane to gain the verdict by that 
history-making nose margin. 

But that wasn’t the only thrill afforded the 
patrons on that day. In the first race on the 
program Badge and Come-To-Taw (another of 
the Bryant string) raced a full mile and a six- 
teenth locked in their strides. The starter pro- 
vided a laugh for the fans. He was standing 
on a rickety old platform that was covered with 
straw and just as he dropped the flag on the 
derby field the stand gave way under his weight 
and he took a comical tumble, much to the de- 
light of certain of the spectators. 

Elwood, winner of the derby in 1904, was 
owned by a woman, Mrs. Lasca Durnell. Elwood 
was probably the last descendant, in tail male, 
of Ten Broeck. An interesting volume could be 
written on the careers of the _ ill-tempered 
Donau and the right good horse Worth. Donau 
is said to have been prepared for his derby vic- 
tory pulling a plow. Worth was actually walked 
into his winning form. 


I agree with Alec Gordon that there is some- 
thing psychological grips men and horses before 
and during the running of a big race like the 
Kentucky Derby. As Mr. Gordon says, every- 
one present is affected to a certain extent by this 
strange something which causes men and horses 
to do things they ordinarily would not or could 
not do. Everyone is “on their toes’? and the 
crowd, the excitement and the riders seem to 
imbue the horses with the spirit of the thing. 
Mr. Gordon states this is the true reason, in 
most cases, that so many of our big stakes are 
not truly run. He points to the race run by 
Desert Light in the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes 
last fall as an illustration. Now don’t miscon- 
strue the statement and imagine the horse ran 
over his head in winning. The point is this: 
Desert Light had started something like fifteen 
times before that race and had broken ‘on top” 
each time, but in that race he was away last. 
Call it what you will, I think this something is 
probably nerves and imagination. By the way, 
I note Mr. Vosburg, one of the ablest handicap- 
pers this country has ever known, rates Sarazen 
Il a two pounds better horse than his stablemate. 


A glance at the pedigrees of the two colts leads 
me to believe that, while Sarazen II may be the 
faster, Desert Light should stay better.

Most racers carrying an abundance of Domino 
blood are hard to place or rate in a race. Many 
of them are the kind that “go away pulling” 
and, if the race is over any great distance, ‘‘come 
back driving.”” Domino was like that. The only 
time his connections attempted to rate him was 
in the American Derby won by Rey El Santa 
Anita. Mr. Keene instructed Fred Taral to rate 
the horse behind the pace and “come on”’ in the 
stretch, but he overlooked the very important 
fact that Domino was a young horse of great 
impetuosity and was almost impossible to rate 
for a mile without choking. 

The “Black Whirlwind’ was a free running 
horse and ran just as hard against the bit as if 
he had been allowed to step right along. The 
result of this bit of ordinarily good strategy was 
that when Taral did call on Domino he had noth- 
ing left and folded up like an accordion. 


Spent a morning at Churchill Downs. Al- 
though the track was very hard there were quite 
a few racers brought out from under the sheds 
to take their exercise over the course. The lim- 
bering-up gallops were witnessed by a small 
gallery of horsemen and ‘dyed-in-the-wool” rac- 
ing fans. The appearance on the course of the 
Epinard colt from the stable of “Boots’’ Durnell 
stood out “like a sore thumb” over everything 
else seen during the “wee sma’”’ hours. If this 
colt isn’t a real race horse then there is nothing 
in breeding, action and looks. He evoked many 
well-founded remarks of admiration from all be- 
holders. His temper is singularly sweet. His 
action is free, bold and elastic and his manner 
very regal. No fine old wood or burnished metal 
ever shown with more patina than his golden 
coat. With his perfect head and neck elevated, 
and his light-footed, sweeping stride, he was 
truly a sight to make the blood run swifter. A 
fine product of ages of breeding. Of course, 
there have been many such well-bred horses to 
disappoint, but none of them had the conforma- 
tion, action and personality of this colt. For in- 
stance Wise Counsellor (the million-dollar horse) 
had an own sister which wasn’t worth a nickel. 
Karl Eitel has some relatives of the same cate- 
gory. Roguish Eye has an own sister which 
seems as poor as he was good. Ladkin had an 
own brother known to racing as Laddie, which 
was a bloomer. Sarazen has an own brother 
at stud which fell far short of what one would 
expect of a horse of such kin. There are others 
too numerous to mention belonging in this same 
class. 


I understand that owner-trainer Harry Unna 
is still hammering away at King Nadi. In his 
younger days old ‘“‘King’’ was one of the best 
handicappers in the country. He possessed the 
dual qualities for sprinting and staying to a de- 
gree. Wonder why this horse hasn’t been given 
a chance at stud. Surely a horse of such indi- 
viduality, racing record and breeding is deserv- 
ing of a chance and would be well patronized at 
the proper fee. King Nadi is a son of King 
James and Nadinette, by Fitzherbert; so there is 
nothing to cavil at in his breeding. Menibers of 
this line to Himyar usually stay much better 
than those going back through Domino. They 
are noted for their bulldog tenacity and King 
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Nadi was one of the ablest exemplars of this 
family trait. It is not stretch of idle fancy to 
think he would be a successful sire if given the 
opportunity. In closing it might be said that 
Mr. Unna holds a powerful hand in the rich Agua 
Caliente Handicap. Have a care for the Golden 
Prince horse. 


‘SIRES OF JUVENILES: 


7 58 races for 2-vear-olds. which had heen 
decided at Agua Caliente, New Orleans, Flor- 
ida and Cuba to and including February 6, were 
won by 45 of the get of 36 sires. The leading 
sire, in point of races won and monev earned 
(first menies only heine taken into consideration) 
is the Kentucky stallion Campfire, owned by 
Arthur B. Hancock and standing at his Clai- 
borne Stud, near Paris. Just Believe and Vander 
Pool, by Campfire, have each won two races, and 
a total of $3,000. 


The California sire, Runnymede, at Baron 
Long’s establishment, leads in the number of get 
to win, he beine represented by Daneri, Don Al- 
vardo and Martha Mae, each having won one 
race. 

Thunderer, standing at Mrs. T. J. Regan’s 
farm, near Lexington, has two winners of 4 
races. three of which were won bv C. B. Irwin’s 
Miss Chevenne, bred by Lucas B. Combs. of Lex- 
ington, at Agua Caliente, where the California 
voungsters, especially those bred by Baron Long, 
have made a fine showing. Six of the eleven 
California-bred winners are from Baron Long’s 
ranch. 

There have heen 22 juvenile races at Agua 
Caliente and they have been won by 17 different 
runners. 11, as above stated, having been bred 
in California, three in Nevada, one in Oregon, 
one in Kentucky and one in Maryland. 

The percentage of starters from points East 
of the Rocky Mountains is, as might be expected, 
auite litht, but, even so, the showing made by 
the Pacific slope voungsters is such as to justify 
the pride displaved by their breeders and owners. 

Of the 45 winners at the four points, 24 were 
hred in Kentucky, so this »ood old Blue Grass 
Country continues to maintain her ascendancy 
as the true home of the Thoroughbred in Ameri- 
ca. Three winners first saw the light at Ran- 
cocas Stud in New Jersey, and two in Missouri, 
at B. A. Jones’ farm at Parnell, they being the 
get of *Cloister. 

It will be noted also that only nine of the 36. 
otherwise 25 per cent, are by imported sires, and 
only seven of the sires of winners are sons of stal- 
lions imported to this country. Thus more than 
50 per cent of the sires of winners are native- 
bred from the loins of native-bred stallions. This 
is a fact worthy of consideration, even though 
it is an outgrowth of winter racing. The list is 
as follows:

ARLINGTON PARK ST AKES. 

Roy Carruthers on his return to Lexington the 
past week from his winter holiday to Miami, 
Havana and New Orleans. said in response to 
an inquiry: “Likely the stakes for Arlington Park 
will not be closed until May. It appears that 
unless the events should be futurities or produce 
races it is better, where possible, to close them 
after the trainers have had opportunity for as- 
certaining to at least a fair degree the capabili- 
ties of their charges. It would seem that better 
results all around can be expected from such 
closing. 

“The earlier closing brings the greater num- 
ber of entries, but I think the latter closing 
brings the cream of the horses in training. It is 
mv impression that it is better, by far. to have 
a keenly contested race of five or six of the bet- 
ter horses than to have an event in which 4 
dozen or so mediocre runners are appearing. I 
know it is better from the standpoint of the spec- 
tator and I am of the opinion that it is better 
also from the side of the track owners, since it 
insures continued, and in many instances, in- 
creased patronage spread over the full opera- 
tion of the meeting.” 
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BRADY’S GOOD WORK 


OHN J. BRADY, general manager of the 

Horsemen’s Transportation Association, with 
headquarters in the Queens Plaza Building, 96-09 
Springfield Boulevard, Queens Village, N. Y., has 
been to Chicago for a conference with officials of 
the Chicago and Northwestern Railroad and of 
the Santa Fe Railroad regarding construction of 
new horse cars, and at the same time he inter- 
viewed officials of the Illinois Central Railroad 
and the Chicago and Eastern Illinois Railroad re- 
garding charges made for switching cars of 
horses for racing purposes at Chicago. He ad- 
vises THE BLOOD-HORSE that after being assured 
by the heads of the racing organizations at Chi- 
cago he called upon the railroad officials and 
registered a strong complaint against the switch- 
ing charges, particularly those on cars expressed 
to and from Hawthorne and Lincoln Fields, which 
he characterizes as “outrageous.’’ He says he is 
trying to have some charges eliminated entirely 
and others greatly reduced, and is hopeful that 
it may be accomplished peacefully and satisfac- 
torily. Otherwise, he says, the matter will be 
taken to the Interstate Commerce Commission at 
Washington. 

Mr. Brady asks that horsemen occasionally 
mail him their shipping contracts and receipts 
so that he can check the amounts charged. He 
has on file in his office all of the tariffs, up to 
date in every way, and can quote rates from 
every track to every track in the United States 
and Canada, likewise to and from the tracks at 
Agua Caliente and Havana. He asks the horse- 
men to remember that their shipping instructions 
must not be disregarded by the railroads, without 
becoming amenable to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for violation of its rules. He says 
he will gladly take up without charge any matter 
in the interest of any Turfman. He operates this 
transportation association “under the auspices of 
racing associations, owners, trainers and breed- 
ers,” which is to say that it is financed and di- 
rected by them. 

Mr. Brady came into this work under Col. E. 
R. Bradley when he was president of the Thor- 
oughbred Horse Association, and after a time 
the Horsemens’ Transportation Association was 
organized. The work has been of wonderful 
benefit to the Turf as a whole, but this fact has 
never been fully recognized by horsemen general- 
ly, otherwise they would be hastening to its 
support with their individual contributions. In 
his letter to THE BLOOD-HORSE Mr. Brady says: 

“Horsemen will recall only a few years ago 
the trouble experienced by everybody, in the way 
of shortage of horse cars and how they had to 
wait days and some times a week or more be- 
fore they could ship, oftentimes missing an en- 
tire meeting. Since that time you will also re- 
call the number of new tracks that have been 
built and also the number of new recruits that 
have come to racing. I have often wondered 
what would have happened to the horsemen if 
somebody was not continually after the railroads 
in the way of inducing them to build new horse 
cars. They owe all this to four men who have 
been very very helpful to me in the way of as- 
sistance and using their influence to induce the 
railroads to build these new cars. These men are 
Messrs. Joseph E. Widener, E. R. Bradley, 
Thomas J. Healey and the late R. T. Wilson, Jr.” 

Mr. Brady does not say as much, but the same 
four men have been finding the finances for 
carrying on this highly essential work and it is 


high time others were voluntarily carrying the 
bulk of the load. 

Mr. Brady announces that the Chicago and 
Northwestern Railway has just finished construc- 
tion of five thoroughly up-to-date all steel horse 
cars at the American Car and Foundry Company 
plant, Jeffersonville, Indiana. He advises also 
that the Santa Fe officials promise to shortly 
authorize the building of ten very modern all 
steel horse cars. Each is to be 74 feet long with 
three doors to each side and a wide end door 
for loading automobile in the car with the 
horses. They will have all necessary features 
for proper ventilation, lighting, cleaning, feeding 
and watering. 

The new Chicago and Northwestern cars are 
74 feet long, three doors to each side, end door 
for automobile loading; stalls of steel similar to 
those in the new type of Baltimore & Ohio and 
Pennsylvania Railroad cars, with no overhead 
bars; 22 ventilators in the roof of each car on 
each side, which are operated in groups of three 
and four by handles, with further ventilation in 
the doors with slides in the upper and lower 
panels; steel breast bars in front of stalis; steel 
bars at the doors when necessary to keep them 
open, insuring safety of attendants; eight center 
lights recessed in the ceiling and others recessed 
over the doors; Bloxonend floors, extra good; 14 
windows on each side of the car, barred inside 
and screened outside. There are no protuber- 
ances of any kind inside the car, making the sides 
smooth and lessening chance for injury. 


During the last few years 169 new horse cars 
have been built, as follows: Southern Railway, 10; 
Baltimore & Ohio, 10; Seaboard Air Line, 15; 
Pennsylvania, 50; New York Central, 47; South- 
ern Pacific, 10; Union Pacific, 15; Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific, 5; Reading, 2; Chicago & North- 
western, 5. 

Mr. Brady has been instrumental in securing 
the greater number of these cars, and he has ad- 
vices that the Illinois Central is contemplating 
six new cars, while the Southern Railway is 
planning ten more. 


A short while back A. J. Joyner called atten- 
tion to the spendid work Mr. Brady is doing, and 
when men like Messrs. Healey and Joyner give 
their endorsement to anything as beneficial to 
the Turf there should be no hesitancy about its 
support by rank and file. 


HENDRIE JUVENILES. 

John Walters has in training for George M. 
Hendrie, Canadian sportsman who owns a breed- 
ing establishment near Lexington with Boniface 
at the head of the harem, as per the advertise- 
ment on page 245 in this issue of THE BLOop- 
HORSE, six of the best-looking and most prom- 
ising 2-year-olds at Hialeah. Two of the 
youngsters are by *Blink II, another is by In 
Memoriam, the horse that ran against Zev in the 
notable match race at Churchill Downs, while 
another is by Rancher, the horse that won many 
long-distance stakes and purse races in the 
Hendrie colors.

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GOLDEN PRINCE 

AL W. STEELE is said to have acted on his 

own initiation in buying *Golden Guinea 
from the Insurance Company of North America, 
and since Golden Prince’s victory in the Speed 
Handicap at Agua Caliente, with the possibility 
that he may win the rich Agua Caliente Handi- 
cap March 23, as he won the Coffroth Handi- 
cap last year, there is strong opinion in breed- 
ing circles that this young breeder may have 
made a very wise move in thus securing the 
sire of this sterling gelding. 

A dispatch from Agua Caliente to Daily Racing 
Form, in telling of Golden Prince’s victory said 
the gelding, making his first start of this year, 
“came back better than ever Sunday afternoon 
to defeat the best band of sprinters that ever 
matched strides below the border in the first of 
Agua Caliente’s stake races, the Speed Handi- 
cap. Listo, coupled with Infinity, finished in sec- 
ond place, while Shasta Bullet, winner of the 
same race two years back, was third. My Dandy, 
the favorite, finished fourth. 

“Harry Unna had the son of *Golden Guinea 
in brilliant form and, having signed jockey Frank 
Coltiletti to ride him in the Agua Caliente Han- 
dicap, Golden Prince has a great chance of do- 
ing what others have tried to do and failed, that 
is, to win the Coffroth, now the Agua Caliente 
Handicap, twice. 

“This would be a unique feat in American rac- 
ing annals, in as much as the race this year will 
be worth more than $100,000 and was worth only 
slightly less than that figure in 1929. 

“Should Golden Prince win again this year he 
will have won a sum in two attempts that other 
horses, much greater than he is, could not do in 
years gone by, winning the oldest and richest 
stake races in the country. 

“Golden Prince, by winning the Coffroth Han- 
dicap in 1929, finished the year with earnings 
around the $121,000 mark.” 

In a subsequent article, dealing with the star 
5-year-olds of 1929, at the head of which was 
Golden Prince, Daily Racing Form said: 

“When a horse has reached his sixth year he 
or she is in the twilight of their career on the 
race course. The end of competition is in sight. 
What the future holds depends entirely upon their 
records and whether or not the animal is an 
entire horse, gelding or mare. For the mare, the 
stud is almost a certainty. Excellent breeding 
may save an entire horse, regardless of what his 
racing record was. The gelding? 

“One of the greatest money winning horses in 
America last year was a 5-year-old, therefore a 
6-year-old in 1930. That was Golden Prince, 
owned by Bartelstein & Unna, winner, among 
other races, of the rich Coffroth Handicap, now 
called the Agua Caliente Handicap. 

“Golden Prince is a gelding. Being the val- 
uable racing machine that he is, he is back in 
competition this year and, providing nature does 
not take its toll of a horse that has already been 
a cripple and one that has had the hard cam- 
paign which Golden Prince has survived since he 
was patched up, will be a factor to reckon with. 

“The son of *Golden Guinea was almost a 50 
per cent winner in 1929. That is to say, he won 
just a fraction less than half of his races. Golden 
Prince was saddled 25 times last year and won 
twelve races, the Coffroth Handicap, Marquette 
Handicap at Lincoln Fields, and ten overnight 
events, besides finishing second in the Washing- 
ton Park Handicap and Grant Park Handicap 


and four other races, and third in the Robert M. 
Sweizter and Grant Park Handicaps. 

“Being therefore valuable as a racehorse and 
useless for other purposes, that is in proportion 
to what he may win on the Turf, it is safe to 
say that Golden Prince will be among those pres- 
ent in the handicaps, large and small, of this 
year. 

“A year or two of age is anything but a han- 
dicap to a jumper, and for that reason Arc Light, 
Joseph E. Widener’s crack jumper, which won 
all but one of the four big races for steeple- 
chasers in 1929, will be back again this year and 
probably better than ever. Arc Light is also a 
gelding. Another Widener star, Osmand, is also 
a gelding and there is the chance that he will 
be active in 1930. He has had a long and honor- 
able career and, when his racing days finally are 
over, will have earned a life of ease. 

“Other horses that have bulked large in racing 
affairs in this country in the last four years are 
Sir Harry, Jock, Buddy Bauer and Flattery. That 
quartet numbers among its victories some of the 
greatest races on the continent. Old Kickapoo, 
King David, The Heathen, Fly Hawk and Mr. 
Gaiety have not been stars of the first magni- 
tude, but they have gained some degree of fame 
and have won considerable money. Following 
are the records of the star 5-year-olds of 1929:

A WINNER EACH. 

The brothers Bostwick, G. H. (Pete) and A. 
C., each rode a winner at Newbury, England, 
January 23. G. H. won the Lambourn Selling 
Handicap Hurdle on Col. J. A. Fairhurst’s Mica, 
and A. C. Bostwick took the Moderate Handicap 
Hurdle on his own mare Zinita. She is trained 
by Alec Law at Findon, but the Bostwick broth- 
ers are connected chiefly with Ivor Anthony’s 
stable. They entered English racing under the 
guidance of those great masters of the game, 
the late Aubrey Hastings and his associates, Ivor 
and Jack Anthony. The Bostwicks hunt from 
Melton. 


“Things are looking up when old courses are 
resounding once more to the hoof beats of the 
Thoroughbreds,’ remarks The Home-Stretch 
(San Francisco), after relating that George 
Baber has four runners in training at the Santa 
Rosa track. 
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METHODS QUITE DIFFERENT

6éPT\RAINING trotters and training runners are 

two very different propositions,” remarked 
an oldtime driver the other day, speaking of 
Thomas W. Murphy’s switch to the Thorough- 
breds after having led the list of winning reins- 
men year after year in the Grand Circuit. 


“Lots of people expected to see Tommy’ take 
his place at the head of his new profession as 
soon as he made the change,” continued the 
veteran of the sulky, “but they forgot that he 
now has to stand on the ground and watch some 
boy work his horses instead of getting up where 
he can feel for himself every move that is made.” 

Training from the ground is a vocation un- 
known to most of the horsemen who have gained 
distinction in harness racing. Monroe Salisbury 
is almost the only name that comes to mind as 
that of a great trainer who was not also the 
driver of the horses he campaigned. Although 
he employed such well known drivers as John 
Goldsmith, George Starr, John Kelly and Andy 
McDowell, Salisbury always decided how to rig, 
shoe and work his trotters and also when, where 
and how to race them. The driver who failed to 
follow his instructions to the letter did not last 
long with the giant Californian. He had learned 
his horsemanship in the rough school of frontier 
staging and freighting across the plains. His 
methods drew the ire of some prominent con- 
temporaries, but there was not one among them 
whose stable won the money that his did in the 
days of Director, 2:17; Directum, 2:05; Alix, 
2:03%, and Flying Jib, 2:0414. 

Murphy is only one of many trainers who have 
switched from the harness horses to the vastly 
more profitable field of the running Turf. He is, 
however, the most prominent, unless Dan Mace 
and John E. Madden be regarded as exceptions. 
Mace trained and raced a few runners in his 
later years, but he never abandoned the sulky, 
while Madden, who trained both trotters and 
runners from the ground, never was seen in the 
sulky after he began to own high-class harness 
horses. 

John S. Campbell, whom the late Sam Hildreth 
in his memoirs classified as a gambler, was a 
good enough horseman to have made one of the 
greatest coups in the history of harness racing 


with the little white-legged pacer, Richball, 
2:1214, at the old Chicago Driving Park in 1883, 


and twelve years later to make a killing that is 
not yet forgotten with Marcus Daly’s unheralded 
colt *Ogden, fresh from the fastnesses of Mon- 
tana, with a backwoods jockey on his back in the 
Futurity at Sheepshead Bay. 

Contemporaneous with Campbell was Frank 
Van Ness, who brought out the great little trotter 
Harry Wilkes, 2:13'!., then the fastest of his 
family and a match for any horse in training. 
Racing men still remember Van Ness’s later ex- 
ploit of winning the Futurity of 1892 with Mor- 
ello, a colt that cost him something less than $200 
at auction as a yearling. When Van Ness had 
France’s Alexander, 2:19, in his stable, fifty years 
ago, he drove several races against Robert Mc- 
Gregor, 2:17!:, with Ed Corrigan in the sulky. 
When Corrigan quit the trotters one of the first 
Thoroughbreds that came into his hands was the 
famous Freeland, then thought to be a broken- 
down horse, but in reality with his best days yet 
before him. 


Enoch Wishard, about this time or a little 
later, was campaigning a string of second-rate 
trotters and pacers on the half-mile tracks of 
Indiana. A few years after going over to the 
runners he was training for John A. Drake and 
John W. Gates in England, when they won close 
to $1,000,000 over their memorable coup with 
Royal Flush. Wishard, like Hildreth, was an 
expert farrier whose skill with horses like Royal 
Flush effected some changes of form that aroused 
suspicion of doping, just as they did when 
Hildreth transformed Charles Kohler’s French 
horse, Camyre, into an unexpected winner in 
Paris. 

John W. Rogers, who trained Troubadour and 
Tillo to win the Suburban Handicap, and Matt 
Allen, the trainer of Tournament, Gold Heels, 
Banastar and many other stakes winners, drove 
trotters before they were known to the running 
tracks. M. E. McHenry, Gil Curry, Crit Davis, 
W. H. Snyder and Fred Noble were among the 
successful trainers of harness horses who 
changed their allegiance without achieving the 
same prominence in the new field. 


a gentleman in Florida to a friend in Lexing- 
ton was the following: ‘Mr. Widener and his 
associates in the Miami Jockey Club will make 
a big thing of the Hialeah plant. I do not mean 
this in a financial or commercial sense, for they 
only want to break even. I mean it in the way 
of sportsmanship. There were some things that 
had to be ironed out. Some fellows had come in 
with mean typewriters and they had to be told, 
and there had been some ill-advised ‘cussing out 
of the crackers’ by folks who should have known 
better but did not. Even if it were entirely in 
order to display a superior complex, Florida is 
no place for that sort of thing. The raggedy 
fellow here may be the county’s next Represen- 
tative, or he may be the next Senator, or the 
next Governor of the State.” 

Just about the time the recipient of this letter 
left THE BLOoD-HoRSE office, in came mail from 
London and there in The Illustrated Sporting and 
Dramatic News, from the pen of “Rapier,” its 
Turf critic, was the following, which aptly illus- 
trates the folly of writing in a slangy, undigni- 
fied manner, to say nothing of the effect that 
such effusions must have on the so-called ‘‘crack- 
ers” and the ultimate consequences of that ef- 
fect: 

“Turf criticism has got to be what it is in this 
country—milk and watery, more or less sugary, 
apologetic almost even for the mildest censure, 
and always so gentle. The law says it must be 
so. The critics are all that I have said by com- 
parison with their contemporaries in the U. S. A. 
I have just been reading, with much amusement, 
a leading article in The New York Press, a jour- 
nal of the racecourse and the stage, which, in 
some choice vermilion-coloured language, ad- 
dressed a few words of reproach to: the ‘crackers,’ 
‘blackhats,’ and ‘piefaces’ of Florida who brought 
about the stoppage of racing at Keeney Park, 
which, I gather, is in the vicinity of Miami, that 
so-called dream place of sunlit seas, big fish, and 
occasional hurricanes. It seems the ‘crackers,’ 
etc., did not approve of racing and betting. Now 
a ‘cracker,’ according to the journal quoted, com- 
bines the instincts of a racoon and a cotton- 
mouth moccasin. It is further explained that 
‘if you drop a marble into a bowl and call a ra- 
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coon’s attention to it he will starve to death be- 
fore he will stop trying to roll the marble out of 
the bowl. The cotton-mouth moccasin is the 
meanest, most treacherous and homeliest creature 
God ever made. It kills not for food, but for the 
mere pleasure of killing.’ 

“T gather that the anti-gambler of Florida is 
a ‘cracker’ who says to the rest of the U. S. A., 
‘You shall not come here to play. We shall keep 
you out.’ The writer of the leading article ad- 
vises that Florida should be left to ‘stew in her 
own grease.’ Then supposing our Turf writers 
were to tip a horse for the reason that if the 
‘strings’ had been loose—in other words if the 
horse had not been pulled!—it would have won! 
Here is an example I found specially displayed 
in the advice lavished on readers: ‘Buxard. 
Owner, ——-, runs this old bird to suit himself. 
Just out for airing. Shame to tell what he will 
do with this kind when stable is in earnest. Don’t 
let him get away.’ Then I much admired the 
tact and charming discretion in the following, 


referring to a horse called Cloyglas: ‘Wrong 
dough down last out. -~—— took overland all the 
way. Was easing up at end. When ——— gets 


his down, you might as well unbuckle and shoot 
the works.’ 

“A small stable of between a dozen and a 
score of American bred ‘gees,’ with an American 
trainer, Jimmy Loftus, who was once well in the 
sun as a jockey over there, has recently settled 
at Telscombe, which is between Lewes and Brigh- 
ton. I can imagine the trainer and the owner, 
Mr. Ryan, experiencing feelings of gloom and 
depression when they read our rosetinted but 
gingerless criticisms of the running of their 
horses when the time comes. Politeness, we are 
always told, costs nothing. I wonder if we are 
right after all.”

PETER QUINCE DIES. 


NOTHER of the elder stallions passed out 

of the sphere of siredom, except as he lives 
through his daughters (for he hasn’t a son to 
carry his line), when Peter Quince died last 
Saturday afternoon at Senator J. N. Camden’s 
Hartland Stud, near Versailles, Ky. Manager 
J. B. Bryan stated that the 25-year-old son of 
Commando-——*Fair Vision by Touchet, had been 
ailing for all of a month. Everything known to 
veterinary science and as good care as the ex- 
ceptionally capable stud master, George Miller, 
could give was done for ‘Peter,’ but it merely 
served to prolong his life a little while. Peter 
Quince was not a brilliant race horse, though 
he did have the speedy Roseben behind him in a 
dash of seven furlongs, one of the five victories 
of his career. Papp (Futurity), Luke (Breed- 
ers’ Futurity), Imperator (Breeders Futurity), 
Peter King (Juvenile, East View Stakes), Gib- 
bons (Hotel Sinton Handicap), Fast Mail (Pim- 
lico Jockey Club Handicap), Dominique, Chal- 
mers, Solly, Kinnoul, were the better of his sons, 
while Miss Joy (Cincinati Trophy, Flash, Spin- 
away and Ashland Oaks), Anna M. Humphrey 
(Clipsetta), Lady Diana (Tomboy Handicap), 
Mary Kinkead (Clipsetta), Quicken (Hinata 
Stakes), and Phantom Fair were his best racing 
daughters. He was the sire of the dams of 
Flight of Time, Devon, Miss Muffins, Julie, Lucie 
Ann, Oh Susanna, Reddy Fox, Betty Bowman, 
Huquince, Molasses Jane and a host of others. 


LONGUS, SON OF *WAYGOOD. 

W. H. Hoffman, Jr., master of the R. C. Stable, 
is the owner of Longus, and Longus is a son of 
*Waygood, therefore grandson of Tracery, and 
greatgrandson of *Rock Sand, and since *Way- 
good is at the Greenwich Stud (advertised in 
THE BLOOD-HORSE), we are passing on this about 
him from “Lanny’s” lines in The Home-Stretch 
(San Francisco): ‘Zeke Caress, in making 
prices for the Agua Caliente Handicap, enter- 
tained a deep respect for a horse called Longus, 
whom he knew to be sheltered in the private 
barn of W. H. Hoffman, Jr. Longus lost little 
time in making that impression a deeper one. 
When he thundered through the stretch to 
annihilate Good and Hot and Norab the other 
day, it was to accept the most brilliant victory 
of the meeting. It takes a word like thunder to 
aptly describe what Longus did. At the eighth 
pole he was positively seventh and last—a horse 
without a chance. The front ones did not falter 
or stop. Longus simply came on with a power- 
ful finish that was breath taking. Here is a route 
colt. He won at a distance he did not like. He 
may be your Derby winner. Tonto Rock looked 
the best of those shown until Longus came out 
of his barn door. Now they’re all telling what 
this colt will do to Tonto Rock at a mile or 
more.”

MADDEN SALES. 

> have a meeting with J. E. Madden, Jr., and 

Miss Daysie Proctor, Secretary of the Estate 
of John E. Madden, relative to dispersal of the 
horses of the late Master of Hamburg Place, E. 
J. Tranter, President of the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany, came to Lexington last week; spent Tues- 
day and Wednesday here, and departed Wednes- 
day night for his winter home at Fort Lauder- 
dale, Florida. 

At the meeting it was agreed that the horses 
in training, numbering about 40, will be sold at 
Belmont Park, Saturday, May 24, and the year- 
lings, numbering about 30, will be sold at Sara- 
toga Springs on one of the evenings during the 
Fasig-Tipton Company’s regular yearlings sales 
period in August. No arrangements were made 
as regards the broodmares, but it is very likely 
that they will be sold by Mr. Tranter at Lexing- 
ton in the coming autumn. 

It was announced by Mr. Madden and by Mr. 
Tranter after the meeting that there is to be an 
absolute dispersal of the Hamburg Place stud 
of Thoroughbreds, including, of course, every 
horse in training or of racing age. It was the 
elder Madden’s wish, as expressed in his will, 
that this be done, and his sons will carry out 
those wishes. 

“There will be no by-bidding,” said J. E. Mad- 
den, Jr., adding, “If my brother Joe and I decide 
we want any of the horses, either he or I will 
bid out openly, where everyone will know that 
we are bidding, as we will have a right to do. 
The horses will be put up to be sold for the high 
dollar, as my father intended when he wrote 
his will.” 

Lists of the horses to be sold will appear in 
due time. 


COLONEL BRADLEY’S STRING. 

J. H. (Dick) Thompson, chief trainer for Col. 
E. R. Bradley, has begun the active training of 
42 Thoroughbreds at Idle Hour Stock Farm, 
where they were all wintered in good health and 
condition. Of the number 30 are 2-year-olds 
which were foaled at Idle Hour Farm and have 
never been off the place. Trainer Thompson 
says Blue Larkspur has wintered well and that 
at the present time there is no suspicion about 
the leg to which came his injury. He looks as 
if he may stand training and get to the races in 
fine fettle, he says, but it is always to be remem- 
bered that leg ailments are liable to recurrence 
at any time. 


WILSON ESTATE PLANS. 


H. G. Rubert, for years confidential secretary 
to the late R. T. Wilson, Jr., master of Kirk- 
levington Stud and President of the Saratoga 
Racing Association, was in Lexington last Fri- 
day and Saturday, and on Sunday proceeded with 
Mrs. Rubert to Miami. Florida. to remain until 
about the 20th. While here Mr. Rubert instructed 
the placing of a couple of advertisements, which 
will be found on page 244; visited the Kirk- 
levington Stud, inspected the stallions, mares and 
yearlings, sold off six of the mares, and had a 
conference with Arch L. Hamilton, owner of 
Kirklevington Farm. The mares Mr. Rubert 
sold were Anaitis, Jean Foquette, *Sally N., Yel- 
low Sea, Carinya and Orange Lilly. John Muth 
got them. All except the young mare Anaitis 
have been regular breeders, but none are in foal 


now. They will likely be mated with the stal- 
lions Behave Yourself and Lardi at Bridle Drive 
Farm. 

The will left by Mr. Wilson provides for the 
dispersal of the Kirklevington Stud, and Mr. Ru- 
bert said this will be done. The time, however, 
has not been definitely fixed. This depends some- 
what on disposal of the lease on Kirklevington 
Farm, which has two years yet to run, and 
which may be renewed for another five years. 
The lease is for sale. If someone should take it 
over early this year, the Thoroughbreds likely 
would be sold at the E. J. Tranter sale, May 15- 
16, unless it could be arranged with the pur- 
chaser of the lease to board them until November, 
when they would be sold at the E. J. Tranter 
sale the week of the 10th. 

There are four stallions at the Kirklevington 
Stud (Olambala, Pillory, Tall Timber and Sen- 
alado), but it is desired to sell or lease Tall Tim- 
ber and Senalado right away. It had been the 
intention to take up and train Senalado again. 
He has yet to enter the stud. Tall Timber is ten 
years old and is a son of Campfire, out of Pixy, 
by Peter Pan, the next dam the famous L’Alou- 
ette. Tall Timber is the sire of the winners 
North Woods, Oregon Fir, Forest Fairy, Coaster, 
Polly Timber and All Stage, the latter a 2-year- 
old. Senalado, by *Spanish Prince II, out of 
Day’s Over (own sister to Campfire), is eight 
years old. He is a stakes winner of 12 races 
(including the Rennert, Potomac and Havre de 
Grace Handicaps) and $56,845.

SUMMER MEETING. 


FFICIALS of the Agua Caliente Jockey Club 

have petitioned the Mexican Government 
for permission to hold a summer race meeting. 
The plan is to continue for 60 days, opening 
June 28 and closing September 6. An unbiased 
observer of racing who resides at San Diego 
writes THE BLOOD-HORSE upon the subject, as 
follows: 

“Should this proposed meeting materialize 
there is no reason in the world why it should 
not prove a success in every way. In the first 
place the climatic conditions in summer are un- 
surpassed by any on this continent and in the 
opinion of many (myself included) the ballyhoo- 
ists make a great mistake in giving winter values 
precedence over the summer. During these 
monihs ihe highways from British Columbia to 
the Mexican line are literally packed day and 
night with tourists and vacationists on pleasure 
bent, a great many of them seeking that which 
Mr. Volstead deprived them of, and others of 
red blood who would travel hundreds of miles to 
witness their favorite sport of Thoroughbred 
racing, with the added privilege of joining in to 
give Mr. V. the merry ha ha. 

“One can form an idea of the utter impossi- 
bility for them to fail in the venture, when told 
that last summer figures for crowds crossing the 
border ran trom 19,v00 to 18,000 on Saturdays 
and Sundays, while on July 4th, Labor Day and 
other Hoiidays, the totals were between 25,000 
and 30,000. And, mind you, this in view of the 
fact that there was not a single advertised at- 
traction to lure these great crowds. 

“With events of fair importance for week ends 
and an added attraction tor July 4th would not 
be surprised to see the meeting top the one now 
in action. 

“As for the horsemen, there are lots of them 
I know that have changed their view about ‘Old 
Santa Claus’. Plenty of them in the one, two 
and three horse stavie class, with their hides d.s- 
abled in some way and unfit to race, already with 
their iines out figuring who they would light on, 
to get the ‘necessary’ to make the next stand 
when the welcome news was flashed. 

“he horses, eaghty per cent of which are on 
the aged side, if they remain, will, I am sure, 
enjoy uie most peaceful and restful summer of 
their existence. Here they will find absent their 
arch enemies, the mosquito and fly. No netting 
or screen will be necessary and the nights so cool 
that ail barn doors can be kept closed. 

“I have covered the loop, trom Jerome Park 
days on, with many seasons in Saratoga, and 
can truthiuliy say I’ve yet to see a spot so 
favorable in every way to conditioning a Thor- 
oughbred as prevails here during the summer 
months. Two or three rains, possibly, between 
now and April. None again until January. Nary 
a streak of lightning, nor a clap of thunder 
during a year.” 


TANFORAN. 

ine San Diego Union makes this quite pat 
statement: “The Tanforan meeting, which will 
start after the close of Agua Caliente, will fill 
in until the summer meeting (at Agua Caliente) 
starts.”” The new owners of the Tanforan track, 
as previously has been told in THE BLOOD-HORSE, 
have some tentative plans, but as yet nothing 
definite has been worked out. Judge Joseph A. 


Murphy, having been called from Florida, now is 
at San Francisco giving advice upon the subject. 
It is to be hoped that The San Dieyo Union is not 
too optimstic and that the schedule will work out 
that way. 

The Pacific Coast Breeders’ Association has 
worked out in a tentative way plans for Tanforan 
in which the horse is to have a prominent part, 
and The Home-Stretch (San Francisco) says: 
“Breeders up and down the State have expressed 
hearty agreement with the proposed program and 
are certain that the turning over of the plant to 
the well-known organization will be of wide- 
spread benefit.” 


MEN DO RIDE. 


The feature race at Agua Caliente next Sun- 
day (February 16) will be the third running of 
the Coronado Town Plate, which is exclusively 
for women riders, and inspired by the Newmar- 
ket Town Plate, one of England’s old annual 
events. The Agua Caliente press agent, how- 
ever, is wrong in saying that “the last few years 
only the fair sex have ridden in Newmarket 
Town Plate which originally was open to both 
men and women.”’ The winner of the race last 
year was a man, Frank Simpson, and he had 
previously ridden the winners of 23 renewals of 
the event. 

In the first running of the Coronado Town 
Plate, Miss Ardreath Schneider won on Holly Boy, 
and last year Miss Peggy Childs came in first on 
Willow Bramble. The distance is 6 furlongs and 
it is expected there will be ten starters this year. 
Mrs. Vera Crofton, wife of the general manager 
of the Agua Caliente Jockey Club, will ride the 
lead pony in the parade to the post for the Coro- 
nado Town Plate next Sunday. 


AGUA CALIENTE HANDICAP.

Handicap, to be decided March 23, is that Vic- 
torian, on the grounds, is working satisfactorily;

Golden Prince, 
Brown Wisdom, Naishapur and My Dandy are 
on the grounds and are reported to be in satis- 
factory condition.
